If a new metal tray is used 
(dull finish) you should be able to glue 
the picture on with any good craft 
glue and trace the pattern on and start 
painting. Seal the “tray with several 
lights coats of Satin Spray Varnish, If 
@ wooden tray is used, prepare the 
wood as you do for any tole painting 
Project and then glue the snapshot on 
and use the same process as used on 
the metal tray.

Here 
we have used green dotted swiss ribbon 
glued over cardboard, lace over the top of 
it. To achieve the raised effect, use a drop 
of silicone glue. A creative way to express 
yourself. 


Individualize a wall with your special crea- 
tion of lace flowers accented with artificial 
leaves and pompom centers. All flowers are 
made by taking a running stitch down the 
top border of lace and gathering to a circle. 
Glue all pieces in place. A fun project for 
the church bazaar or P.T.A.

The smiles will abound 
when your friends receive this personalized 
Christmas card you made by hand. Just 
stretch a piece of lace over cardboard, put 
green velvet ribbon and gold trim braid 
around the edges. Roses are made of papier 
tole’ glued to the cardboard. 


Christmas is uppermost in our thoughts and 
plans at this time of year. A tree made of 
delicate lace is a timely craft to include in 
your holiday decorating plans. Use it 
wherever you want to spread an air of holi- 
day cheer. Go creative on this one, you'll 
find an endless array of ornament ideas at 
the nearest five ‘n dime. 


BRIDAL FLORAL ARRANGEMENT 


The red acrylic painted purse box on page 4 
holds a lovely arrangement of red-velvet rose 
bud rice bags and the traditional baby breath 
filler. The following instructions will tell you 
how to create a winter wedding floral arrange- 
ment that the bride will cherish forever. 


1. Spray or brush paint on the wooden purse 
box with the color of the bride's choice. We 
have used a red acrylic spray. Allow the paint to 
dry thoroughly. Apply tacky white glue to the 
top rim of the lace of your choice. Place the lace 
around the top edge of the purse bottom. We 
left about a quarter of an inch red above the 
placement of the lace for accent. To trim the 
lace we added an accent of white velvet ribbon 
over the top of the lace, glued with white tacky 
glue. One quarter of an inch above the bottom 
of the lid we again added an accent trim of 
white velvet. 


2. Cut a 4” strip of 2 5/8” width velvet ribbon, 
Fold down the center with right sides together, 
make a running stitch along the open edge about 
1/8” in. Knot at both ends. 


3. Turn your ribbon cylinder half way down so 
that the velvet side of your ribbon makes the 
inside and outside of the soon-to-be flower. 


4. Turn down one end of your wire stem. This 
helps to secure the rose bud in place. Fit the 
Open ends of the bud down over the loop and 
gather. Secure the bud in place by wrapping 
with floral tape. Continue taping down the stem 
and add in leaves. 


The angel on page 5 and the tree on page 7 are 
formed by gathering lace around a styrofoam 
form and pinning it in place. 


Making a running stitch down one edge of lace 
and gathering into a circle formsa lovely flower 
as pictured on page 6. Add a pompom center 
and you have a flower for any season. 


A little cutting and gluing and you have ladies in 
lace, page 5; a Victorian house, page 6; and a 
personal greeting card, page 7.

To change a tip hold the tube at the base 
and lightly pinch the edges to draw the 
paint backward in the tube away from the 
tip. While holding the tube in one hand, use 
the other hand to remove the tip with a 
plier tool. Then apply the new tip. Put the 
tip you have removed into the proper 
cleaner solvent. 


1. In order to prepare your egg for painting 
you will need to “blow it out’. A hat pin is 
the best tool for piercing the membranes 
thoroughly. Poke a small hole at the small 
end of the egg. Make a little larger one at 
the fat end of the egg. Be sure to pierce the 
yoke membrane. This allows the yellow to 
run out easily. Blow gently through the 
hole at the small end. 


2. Trace your pattern off on tracing paper. 
Slip a piece of graphite paper between the 
egg and your tracing. Retrace your lines to 


3. Choose the point you will need for each 
specific area as explained in step 2. If you 
wish to paint on velvet there is a sealer on 
the market to keep the fabric from absorb- 
ing so much paint. Allow it to dry thor- 
oughly before painting. Remove the ball 
point tip from your paint and put on a 
flowing tip. Squeeze the colors you wish to 
use on a palette and return the original 
point. Put a flowing tip on a tube of white 
to use for accent. Draw a white highlight, 
apply the color paint with a quick light 
stroke of a medium brush. Any rolled edge 
should be of light paint. A rolled edge will 
catch more light. A dry brush technique 
may be used for highlights. Allow the paint 
to dry thoroughly. 
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) t Inflation flies out the window when you begin making your 
very own greeting cards.

With economy so tight what nicer way could 
you wish that special friend the merriest 
Christmas and happiest New Year? Make that 
special person a personalized greeting card 
with your own loving touch. Below we will 
tell you how Monte made her delightful 
Christmas card featured on page 23. Not only 
is it a card but a lovely decoration to display 
on an easel so everyone can see. 


1. We have used a 5’’ X 7” rectangle of con- 
tact burlap mounted on a masonite board for 
the background. If contact burlap is not avail- 
able regular burlap adhered with white tacky 
glue will do. 


2. Cut a rectangle 2 3/8’ X 2 3/4” of con- 
trasting burlap. The 2 3/8” will be the length 
of the mailbox. Roll the 2 3/4” into an arch 
and glue in a 2 3/8” piece of balsa wood to 
make the bottom of the mailbox. Cut a post 
to support your mailbox and glue it in place. 
Cut a back and a flip down lid for the box of 
the same burlap and glue them in position. 


3. Cut package shapes out of cardboard or 
balsa wood and cover them with scraps of 
colored foil or your own wrapping paper. Add 
a few yarn bows, a little “cotton” snow, and a 
little tiny plastic holly to complete the setting 
if you wish. 
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Cute kitchen hang-ups can be made from ordi- 
nary curtain rings. Use plastic or wooden 
rings, burlap circles for backing. Complete 
with miniature creatures as shown. A gift 
Mom will appreciate because you made it 
yourself. 


Remember the old days when families decorated their 
trees with homemade decorations. Why not try your 
hand at creating these cheerful curtain ring ornaments 
sure to catch many an admiring glance. 


You can easily make plenty of these orna- 
ments by Christmas. All you need are cur- 
tain rings plus ‘‘quilling’ paper in holiday 
colors. Designs are made by using the 


“quilling’’ technique. Here are close-ups of 
a snowflake, Santa, package and tree. 
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These captivating wall plaques add 
dramatic highlights to your home 
or office. Black and white jungle 
cut-outs were colored with oil pas- 
tel pencil. Use large bamboo rings 
as frames—can be purchased at 
most arts and crafts stores. 
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Go with the natural look in jewelry! What would 
make a better gift than our native design choker. 
We've strung fired clay beads with dark wooden 
beads on a thin wire choker. A small ring of bone 
with green parakeet feathers strung through it com- 
plete the necklace and create the focal point. Wear 
it with all those ‘‘natural”’ fashions. 


Rings of metal are the base ingredient for 
the intricate macrame pot holder pictured 
at left. Simple to fashion yet so impressive. 
Use your favorite macrame’ cord to wrap 
the metal rings. Start your project and 
place the metal rings where you want to 
put the pots. 
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Expand your talents by learning to 
combine a metal ring with string 
art. This stunning replica of the sun 
was made by wrapping varigated 
yarn around the ring then suspend- 
ing it in frame with light wire. Tack 
nails %” to 1" apart all around back 
of frame. Tie start of yarn to one 
nail, string back and forth through 
ring ‘til circle is completed. 


The sweet song of these snowbirds 
tells us that winter is a beautiful 
time of year. A pleasant reminder 
for those who really enjoy the sea- 
son and you can make it in no time. 
Use an embroidery hoop for frame, 
white acrylic for snow effect, cot- 
ton for ground cover. Place tiny 
plastic birds in wire tree. 
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These decorator rings can be made up with a 
selection of any number of wooden, plastic, 
ceramic, or metal miniatures to suit any person 
or any room. They’re simple to make and fun to 
give. 


1. Cut a circle of burlap and glue it to the back 
of a wooden or plastic curtain ring with a sili- 
cone or quick drying white tacky glue. 

2. A smooth decoration pebble or a small chip 
of bark glued in place with a tacky glue makes 
an excellent foreground. You may wish to add a 
little dry moss and some broom weed flowers. 

3, Make your own choice of miniatures and glue 
them in place. For a little different way of dis- 
playing your rings you may wish to glue the 
rings on a wide ribbon and lap one end over 
another ring gluing it on the back. The other end 
of the ribbon can be cut in tails. 


The Christmas decorations on page 34 and 35 
are made of quilling patterns in curtain rings. 


The prints on page 36 were colored with pastel 
oil pencils and mounted in bamboo purse rings 
allowing the cat's ears to overlap the rings. 


A bone ring accents the parakeet feathers dang- 
ling from the ceramic and wooden bead strung 
choker on page 37. 


Concentric rings suspended with macrame’ make 
an excellent hanger for pots for the person with 
the green thumb as designed by Debbie on page 
38. 


The sun will always shine in your home with the 
nail and string art looped around a metal ring 
that was covered with varigated yarn as pictured 
on page 39. 


If you can’t find both parts of that old embroi- 
dery hoop, don’t throw it away. Add a little 
background, foreground of cotton snow, a wire 
sculpture tree and miniature birds. 


A perky rooster will do wonders for your table top 

throughout the Holidays and for any special occasion

Dazzle a door with Christmas cheer. Do it 
with your own creation of bells and ribbons. 
Styrofoam bells were covered with rice paper 
napkins, then covered with sprinkles of glit- 
ter. Tie a huge ribbon and hang bells from the 
top. Welcome guests royally. 


Land this brimming sleigh on your mantle for 
colorful Christmas decorating. Everyone loves 
to see a home filled with the bright images of 
the season, especially one full of gifts. Styro- 
foam sleigh base is painted with acrylic spray. 
Top is covered with rice paper napkins. 
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Need an easy ornament project even the children can 
enjoy? Carve out styrofoam balls, spray with acrylic 
spray on colors of the season. Glue in tin cups for 
shine. Add inexpensive miniatures to finish. A great 
project to get the whole family into the Christmas 
spirit. 


What to do about that Christmas time birthday? Here’s an 
ingenious centerpiece idea that’s perfect for a youngster’s 
birthday party. Assemble styrofoam pieces to form the little 
train, paint with bright colors of green and gold. Round 
pieces of wood were painted and attached for wheels. Fill 
train car with a cargo of gum drops. 
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Corner the market on Christmas toys! A 
gift that any child would love to receive. 
Put our bashful giraffe together with 
hairpins. Yarn for mane is also secured 
with hairpins, Spray painted body area is 
then handpainted with large spots. See 
instructions p. 46. 


If you give a hoot about attractive drink 
coasters, these friendly owls are for you. 
Excellent for keeping tables safe at 
home, a perfect hostess gift. Paint pieces 
of styrofoam with gold acrylic. Use pine 
cone scales for wings, decorator tacks for 
eyes, metal, yellow painted bill. Finish 
with antique brown spray. 
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2. To shape and contour the neck, roll the sharp 
edges on a table to round. A press with the 
thumbs contours the ear shape. Roll the edges of 
the ears as you did the neck, 


4. Join the head to the neck, ears, and antlers to 
the head with hair pins and glue also. To paint 
your sculpture, use only acrylic paint—jar or 
spray. Do not hold the aerosol can too close to 
the design because the aerosol will dissolve the 
plastic foam. Spray at a good distance and in a 
well-ventilated area. Details may be painted with 
brush on acrylic as we have done the spots and 
eyes of the giraffe pictured on page 45. Our 
friend's name was fashioned of bits of yarn and 
hair pins to secure the bits. 


1. A battery operated heat melt tool is excellent 
for outlining those odd shapes of plastic foam. It 
allows you to cut a more uniform, smooth edged 
sculpture. Here we are cutting the second ear for 
the giraffe. The legs, body shape, neck, and 
other ear have already been cut. 


3. Glue the nose on to the head with a quick 
drying tacky glue. If you like, you may use a 
piece of tooth to help bridge these two pieces 
together. The legs were joined to the body with 
short pieces of wooden dow and tacky white 
glue. The neck was joined with hair pins and 
glue. 
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Assemble this fascinating wall grouping 
to give a special grandchild. Choose 
colors to coordinate with the child’s 
room so he or she can wake up to the 
smiling faces of these little tin soldiers 
everyday! See instructions for “fabric 
tole’” on p, 54. Thanks to Mrs. Terry M. 
Brinker of Santa Anna, California for 
sharing her idea. 


Compliments will be plentiful when your 
guests come in view of our eye-catching 
wall decoration. It's practically effortless 
to make, just choose a patterned fabric 
you like and presto... you have a mural 
ready to hang. Use wooden stretcher 
strips, pull fabric secure with tacks. 


We've all heard that ‘East is East and West is West’’ 
but the distance will be shortened when you show 
off this Japanese beauty. With little effort and 
time, she will enhance any room with color and 
charm. Adhere fabric to wooden board, pull to 


back and staple. Doll is made of “fabric tole 
the same manner as soldiers on p. 48. 
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Happy will be the child who finds our 
friendly piggy bank under the tree. He’s 
a happy fellow, ready to help save all the 
loose change that happens his way. 
Cover a piggy bank with pieces of print 
fabric adhered with emulsion. 


We've put on our “thinking bonnets’’ 
and come up with yet another fabric 
craft idea. This one’s a natural for a little 
girl's room or a home styled with Early 
American decor. Our bonnet child is 
made by stretching fabric over a wet 
drape. Background of patchwork fabric 
is adhered to a wooden board. 
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For nature buffs only! A striking wall mural de- 
picting creatures of the animal world. Make it in 
the same manner as the mural on p. 49. Also fash- 
ion an attractive lamp by covering the plastic shade 
with fabric. Trim with a black velvet ribbon. 
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“A tisket, a tasket’’ we've 
found a good use for little bas- 
kets. Easily found in dime 
stores, they make an inexpen- 
sive, novel gift. Create differ- 
ent ways to finish the match- 
books and baskets. Make them 
for your home or give them to 
smoking friends. 


Please a bookworm with sever- 
al smart book jackets. He'll 
value your idea for improving 
the looks of his bookshelf. 
Spend a short time cutting 
fabric to fit, allowing for over- 
lap. Adhere fabrics together 
with magic fusable web. Also a 
good way to hide worn book 
covers of your own. 


1. We chose a color fabric with the horse mounted 
soldier and town background for the center of our 
“triptych’’ Bicentennial design with soldiers at at- 
tention for the side panels. A layer of fabric, magic 
fusible web, and construction paper were then 
bonded together by pressing. Be sure not to get the 
magic fusible web on your iron. Three prints of 
each soldier to be used should be pressed. 


2. Cut out three of each print you plan to use. We 
cut some trees and fallen apples for fillers. We also 
cut separate tree tops and individual apples to raise 
for depth. 


3. The first print of each soldier, tree, or whatever, 
should go down whole. 


4. Build up your design by cutting out various 
parts of each print that would appear closer to you 
(as we have explained in your ‘Tole Time” book). 
Raise these parts by putting dabs of silicone glue to 
the back of the prints and positioning the part. If 
you need to tuck a part under to hide the edge 
such as the saddle blanket under our mounted sol- 
dier bottom, cut the blanket out of the second 
print and cut up into his bottom. The full soldier's 
bottom in the next print will cover the ‘‘tucked’’ 
blanket. 


Stretch fabric to make and accent pictures for any 
room. Cover a lamp, plasterpiece, or practically 
anything with fabric and emulsion. Fabric can 
dress up your home in fashion. 


Strictly for the astrology buff! We've added 
a new twist to using zodiac signs in jewelry 
design. First, take a piece of blue plexi- 
glas® and etch the symbol of your choice 
in the middle. Paint with white acrylic. 
When dry, attach the piece to a macramé 
choker for a stunning look. 


“A jug of wine and thou” comes to mind 
again with this etching done in smoked 
plexiglas® shaped like a cutting board. 
We've chosen a fruit and cheese grouping 
but flowers, vegetables, nuts, etc., will look 
just as pretty when you give them your cre- 
ative touch. Use a tool to etch figures, stain 
with acrylic paint. 


The perfect item to bring your individual- 
ity to front and center! Group family pic- 
ture with this easy-to-fashion plexiglas® 
initial or if you like give one to your teen- 
ager to arrange her favorite things around. 
These initials are cut out of plexiglas®. 
This one was cut from blue and etched 
with little flowers. Finish by staining etch- 
ed design with India ink. 
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Windmills are always a nostalgic reminder 
of our country’s beginnings. They are still 
used today in many areas so you'll be com- 
bining the past with the present for an out- 
standing Bi-Centennial design. The wind- 
mill was etched with a compass point then 
stained with India ink. Background sprayed 
with a light beige paint. 
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The beauty of a country road is captured 
forever in plexiglas®! Etch this nostalgic 
scene into a clear piece of plexiglas®, stain 
with India ink and back it with a yellow 
painted canvas. Especially nice for tradi- 
tional or early American decor. A large 
wooden frame will give the picture added 
depth.

1. Sketch off your design or saying on to 
tracing paper with a fine point felt tip marker. 
Position the piece in place and affix it with 
tape. Turn the plexiglass over. 


3. Next brush India ink or acrylic paint over 
the etching. With a slightly dampened cloth or 
paper towel, wipe the excess off. If you feel 
you've removed too much of the “‘stain”, you 
may repeat the process. Mount your ‘‘etch- 
ing’ over dried flowers, fabric, or even color- 
ful paper. Or if you wish spray the back with 
acrylic spray. 


2. If you have chosen a quote, the writing will 
appear backwards now. A carving tool may be 
used to etch into the plexiglass or, as we 
found, a simple sharp pointed compass. Be 
sure to scratch the design as deep as possible.
